After singing “O Canada” Rev. BE, 
Cole principal of Old Sun school gave 
the opening invocation. ‘This was fol- 
lowed by the presentation of the mem- 
orial by Prof. M. H. Long, University, 
of Alberta and member of the Historic 
Sites and Monuments Board of Can- 
da, Joe Crowfoot then unveiled the 
memorial, : 

The bronze tablet on the monument 
bears the following dedication to 
Crowfoot. 

“Great Chief of the Blackfoot Con- 
federacy. Born about 1830. Died 25th 
April, 1890. Fearless in war but a 
lover of peace, he promoted amity 
among the tribes of the plains and 
friendship with the white man Under 
his leadership the Blackfoot ceded to 
the Crown title to their tribal lands 
in 1877, began to adopt a sedentary 
life and remained loyaj during the 
North West Rebellion of 1885. His 
mobility of character, his gift ct 
oratory and his wisdom in council 
gained for him the title, ‘The father of 
his people,’ ” 

Edward (Teddy) Yellowfly in his 
address spoke at length on the transi- 
tion, of the Indians from being wand- 
ering hunters and fighters to settled 
peaceful farmers. He spoke of the 
tempermental differences between 
the Indians and white peopl¢e. Teddy 
gave a masterful address which 
showed he had given considerable 
thought to his subject. 

Senator Gershaw of Medicine Hat, 
§n his speech mentioned that the Souix 
Indizns of United States ‘vere bent 
on defending with their lives their 
exclusive right to their land and Had 
tried to persuade the Blackfoot con- 
federacy to join with them in a cam- 
paign to wipe ott the whites. ‘The 
slaughter of General Custer and 265 
U.S. soldiers in southeastern Montana 
in 1876 was the idea the Sioux tried to 
urge on the Blackfeet, But Crowfoot 
weuld have none of it. Some cf the 
lesser chiefs were tempted to go to 
war but Crowfoot prevailed on 
them not to. e 

(He emphaszed if -it bad not been 
for tie influence of Growfoot the 
Canadian west might ‘have been 
drawn into the bitter Indian wars like 
those in the United States. “This 
grass would have been stained with 
blood and our early prairie settle- 
ments would have been destroyed.” 

The Senator mentioned that when 
Father Lacombe was ambushed Crow- 
foot rushed out of his tepee and shout- 
ed “Back you dogs, you have killed 
your friend.” 

The Senator likened Crowfoot’s 
eourage and spirit to those of Winston 
Churchill, “Though our enemies be as 
many as the stars, yet we wiil defend 
our lodges” was accounted on a par 
with Churchill’s “We will fight them 
on the beaches, etc.” 

Rev. Father A. Charron, O.M.1, 
principal of the Crowfoot Schoo] at 
Cluny, during the closing invocation 
drew attention to the fact that the 
treaty which Crowfoot was the first to 
sign had never been violated. This 
treaty ceded all southwestern Alberta 
to the white men, which was a con- 
tract between equals and not between 
vanquished and victors.

The winters here are often dry and 
anless the newly planted trees are 
well watered and go into the winter 
that way, they may dry out and die 
sefore spring. Evergreens when 
moved with a large ball of earth 
around the roots and given lots of 
water until freeqeup are are moved 
successfully and easily in the fall. 

Fall ‘planting often gets work done 
that if left until spring would be left 
undone. 

A final suggestion, before buying, or 
planting any more trees an shrubs 
chis fall, the question should be askea 
‘are there any useful ornaments that 
are native to the foothills which 
sould be used to advantage in the 
zardens?” The answer is yes. Thera 
ure many forms of native evengreens 
and deciduous trees and shrubs that 
have proven satisfactory a and others 
»xist that could be used for ornament- 
al plantings,

OTTAWA.—Farmers’ cash income 
from the sale of their produce ad- 
vanced steadily to a total of $974,- 
212,000 in the first half of 1948 from 
$732,704,000 in the corresponding 
period last year and $620,193,000 in 
1946, the Bureau of Statistics re- 
ports, 

Adding in the supplementary cash 
payments under the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act, the Wheat Acreage 
Reduction Act and the Prairie Farm 
Income Act, the tolal cash receipts 
for the first half of this year were 
$989,572,000 against $742,626,000 in 
1947 and $636,244,000 in 1946, 

A large share of the increase was 
attributed to substantial sums paid 
out in western Canada by the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board in _ connection 
with adjusting, participation and 
final equalization payments on wheat, 
flaxseed and oats,

‘Forecast 1948 | 


Wheat Crop At 
371,000,000 Bu. 


OTTAWA.—A 1948 wheat crop of 
391,000,000 bushels—more than 50,- 
000,000 bushels over the harvest of 
1947—has been forecast by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics. 

The forecast was made in the bu- 
reau's second estimate of Canada’s 
field crops, The first estimate, made 
Aug. 17, placed the wheat’ crop at 
372,000,000 and the bureau attribut- 
ed the larger prospects to exception- 
ally good maturing and harvest 
weather during August, 

The wheat estimate includes 362,- 
661,000 bushels of spring wheat, pro- 
duced mainly on the three prairie 
provinces, and 28,331,000 bushels of 
winter wheat which comes mostly 
from Ontario. 


The enhanced crop _ prospects, 
which mcan more money, in the 
pockets of Canadian farmers, includ- 
ed estimates that the oats crop would 
total 361,728,000 bushels compared 
with 282,714,000 last year, barley 
157,123,000 bushels against 141,451,- 
000, rye 26,608,000 against 13,217,000 
and flaxseed 17,748,000 against 12,- 
240,800. 

The estimate rye crop included 
20,651,000 bushels of fall rye and 5,- 
957,000 from spring production, 

Production of the five leading 
grains on the prairies follows, with 
1947 totals in brackets: 


Three provinces—wheat 358,000,- 


000 (319,000,000); oats 225,000,000 
(194,000,000) ; barley 144,000,000 
(131,000,000); rye 23,600,000 (11,- 


630,000); flaxseed 17,000,000 (11,550,- 
000). 

Average yields per acre, in bushels, 
are estimated as follows with the 
1947 figures in brackets: 

Wheat 16.2 (14.0); oats 32.3 (25.2); 
barley 24.2 (18.9); rye 12.7 (11.4 ; 
dry peas 19.9 (14.0); dry beans 18.7 
(15.0); soy beans 21.0 (18.2); buck- 
wheat 23.1 (17.9); mixed grains 40.6 
(30.4); flaxseed 9.2 (7.8); shelled 
corn 51.0 (37.9). 


BEAVER NOT

RATHWELL, Man.—A distinguish- 
ed visitor from southern Manitoba 
has paid a visit to the capital of the 
province—and as far as can be ascer- 
tained he was not impressed, 

He wore a brown coat, a tired ex- 
pression, and took a jaundiced view 
of Winnipeg. He was “A1064”, one 
of the largest beaver ever caught in 
southern Manitoba. 

The beaver is about five feet. long, 
weighs 78 pounds and is as powerful 
asaman, “A1064” is about 10 years 
old, a respectable age in any beaver 
colony. ‘ 

He was caught south of here on 
the Boyne River by Douglas Ferris, 
a game guardian, Beaver are becom- 
ing a nuisance in the south of the 
province, The game and fisheries 
branch is caging them and shipping 
them north, where they will increase. 


CIGARETTE SMOKING ON 


THE INCREASE IN CANADA 

OTTAWA—Despite high costs, 
cigarette smoking appears to be 
increasing in Canada. 

The Bureau of Statistics re- 
ported that in the first seven 
months of the year 8,785,000,000 
cigarettes were released, com- 
pared with 8,321,000,000 in the 
corresponding period of 1947,

The Lunch Pail 

What kind ?—Metal is the best be- 
cause it must be washed and scalded 
regularly, There should be air holes 
for ventilation. And, don’t forget a 
handle! It makes it much easier to 
carry. 


How To Pack 

Line with wax paper or serviette. 
Wrap each food separately. Put 
heavier foods on the bottom—foods 
easily crushed on the top. 
A Good Lunch 

What's that? One that contains 
enough food and the right kind. Milk 
—for bones and teeth. A vegetable 
or a fruit—both if possible. Bread— 
whole grain or Canada Approved. 
Protein—-such as meat, fish, cheese, 
eggs or peanut butter. Hot food— 
cocoa, soups, scalloped dishes. 


The Jar Method 

Each child carries a jar of food 
from home in his lunch kit, These 
jars can be reheated at school in a 
large kettle of hot water—a canner 
Serves the purpose very well. It is 
necessary to have g rack in the hot- 
tom to keep the jars off the direct 
heat, This may be made of wire, or 
it may be just a piece of board about 
three-quarters of an inch thick, Holes 
bored in it will allow the water, as 
it heats, to come up around the jars. 
If put on the stove to heat at recess 
the food will be piping hot by noon. 
Then each child eats his food from 
his jar and takes it home to be wash- 
ed, and refilled for tomorrow. 
Equipment 

A large kettle, canner, or a boiler 
with a rack, 

Oven mitts or potholders for lifting 
out hot jars. 

(Ed’s Note: The above method 
probably applies to schools in rural 
areas, and not to city schools where

Plump, Better 
Turkeys Aim 
Of Inspectors 


WINNIPEG.—The main course of 
your Christmas dinner is about to 
get a careful scrutiny out in these 
parts, 

Several thousand turkeys scatter- 
ed around the prairie provirees— 
their life expectancy only a couple 
of months—are to undergo govern- 
ment inspection. The object: To pro- 
vide plump birds with straight drum- 
sticks and well-shaped wishbones for 
Canadian tables come Dec. 25, 

Manitoba, along with Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, this month will 
commence its annual inspection of 
turkey flocks—a voluntary procedure 
designed to improve the. province's 
methods of breeding, feeding, disease 
control and management, 

Birds to be government-approved 
—and what bird would want to be 
otherwise—must be purebred stock. 
The flock must be free from evidence 
of disease or parasites and must 
show “a strong constitutional vigor.” 

The gobbler you'll eye with relish 
on Christmas Day lived in ‘a well- 
designed and constructed house.” A 
home which had to be kept clean and 
disinfected. 

Even the turkey’s love-life had to 
be up to government standards: Ap- 
proved females were mated only with 
“AAA”, “AA”, or “A” grade males. 

The inspections last for about a 
month, Last year 5,000 birds were 
inspected in Manitoba alone. 

The government supervision has 
made for a better type of bird, agri- 
culture officials say. 

“A few years ago turkeys were 
thin and rangy. Now it’s a heavier, 
more plump and thoroughly improv- 
ed bird.”

VANCOUVER.—Natural gas wells 
in the Peace River block on both the 
British Columbia and Alberta side of 
the boundary have been located by a 
Vancouver firm which is contemplat- 
ing construction of a gas pipe line 
to the coast, 

Latest find is on the Alberta side, 
where a well which was drilled by 
Pacific Petroleum Company of Van- 
couver about 20 miles northeast of 
Dawson Creek, is reported to have 
returned a flow of nearly 20,000,000 
cubic feet of gas daily. 

Norman R. Whittall, a member of 
the group which formed the Peace 
River Natural Gas Co. Ltd., and a 
director of Pacific Petroleum, reports 
that his firm has found gas in sev- 
eral wells in B.C. 

One of the wells, near Rolla, B.C., 
shows very favorable results, he 
said. 

Drillers are following a trend in 
the district and although showings 
are good it might be some time yet 
before a field large enough to supply 
Vancouver with natural gas might 
be found. 

Gas from Alberta wells is still un- 
der control of that province and no 
{indication has been given yet if ex- 
port will be allowed. sy
